NEW TYPE AIRSHIP TO FLY 
ATLANTIC 


Dearborn, Mich., Feb. 10.—A new 
type of rigid metal dirigible is to be 
made for the United States govern- 
ment at a local auto plant, according 
to an announcement from the Aircraft 
Developing corporation. Officials of 
the corporation said today that this is 
the first move in a plan to establish 
a three-day passenger service between 
Detriot and London, England. 

The metal ship will have a “skin” 
of special duralumin plates, which al- 
though only eight one-thousandths of 
an inch thick, will be six times 
stronger than the present fabric cov- 
ering dirigibles. It will be both fire- 
proof and weather proof.
